(2) That all pumps shall be located not nearer than 10
feet to the property line and so located that cars stopped for
the purpose of receiving gasoline or cther gupplies shall not
in any way obstruct the free passage of traffic on either the
sidewalk, street, or alley.

(3) That "NO SMORING" signg shall at sll times be promi-
nently displayed, snd no person shall be permitted to smoke on
the premises where gasoline is handled or stored.

(1) That 211 fees shall be paid and a permit secured from
the Building Inspector's Office before any installation work is
started, and that no equipment shall be placed in operation until
after fingl inspection and approval of same,

(1) That the Contractor will be permitted to move his seaffolding with—
in the above described area as his work progresses and at all times to rope
off the area immediately in use in order to protect pedestriang from any
falling obJjects or paint.

(2) Thst the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loosge
naterials and other obstructions on the sidewnlk and street immediately after
the necessity for thelr existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased,
such time 10 be determined by the Clty Manager, and in any event all such
sidewalk barricades, materials, equipment, and other obstructions shall be
removed not later than September 30, 1944, :

(3) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted, or to require the erection or installation
of additional barriers or safegusrds if the conditions demand it.

{4) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive ss against public needs, and the City, in making such grant,
reserves the right to enter and oceupy any part or all of sald space any
time with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(5) That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed
or injured as a result of sny of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said bullding projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
al the Contractor's expensge.

(6) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin = surety
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims for demages

to any person or proverty that may accrue to or be brought by any person
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by reason of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor
by the City of Austin, end shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks,
pavement, and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or
removed during the congstruction work, and shall further guarantee the con-

struction of a walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the
SpacCes

(6) A gas main in EAST 3RD STREET from a point 110 feet west
of Attayas Street westerly 146 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be 14 feet south of, and parallel
to, the north property line of said East 3rd Street.

Said gas maln described above shall have a covering of
not less than 2-1/2 feet, .
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(7) A gas main in NORTHWESTERN AVENUE from a point 57 feet
north of Martha Street southerly 34 feet, the center-
line of which gas mein shell be 13-1/2 feet west of,
and parallel to, the east property line of said
Northwestern Avenue,

Sald gas main described sbove shall have a covering of
not less than 2-1/2 feet,

(8) A ges main in EAST 5TH STREET from Pleasant Valley Road
west 250 feet, the centerline of which gas mein shall be
13-1/3 feet north of, and parellel to, the south proper-
ty line of said East 5th Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of
not less than 2-1/2 feet.

(9) & ges main in LAWSON LANE from Gregory Street north b
feet, the centerline of which gas maln shall be 2 feet

(10} A gas mein in SALINA STREET from a point 497 feet north
of Iast 1lth Street southerly 38 feet, the centerline
'of vhich gas main shall be 6-1/2 feet west of, and par-
allel to, the east property line of said Salina Street,

 Said gas main described above shall have s covering of
not less than 2-1/2 feet.

{11) A gas main in CONCHO STREET from a point 190 feet north
of Bast 21lst Street northerly 162 feet, the centerline
of vhich gas main shall be 7-1/2 feet west of, and per-
allel to, the east property line of said Concho Street,

- Said gas main described above shall have a covering of
not less than 2-1/2 feet,

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned sbove is clear
from other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we
have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any veference
to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points, Vhen
the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information. upon the
ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location
of thelr assignments, they shall apply to the City Engineering Department
not less than three (3} days before such information is required, The
Texas Public Service Compasny is further put upon notice that they will be
required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground
utility damaged during the construction of lineg named in thig resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug,
vater must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the
ditches,
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THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets and the restoration and maintenance of gaid streets after
